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WHAT TO SEE IN DENMARK 


PICTURESQUE DENMARK 


There is nothing quite like walking through the cobble-stoned streets 
of the fairytale town of Ebeltoft in Jutland, Denmark. 


Here are some more suggestions 
for your trip to Denmark. You must 
not miss taking a sightseeing trip 
either by City Transport System, 
sailing on the canals or coach tours 
are arranged by Copenhagen Excur¬ 
sions. During the summer season 
there are various tours of Copen¬ 
hagen, to North Zealand, etc. daily, 
starting from the City Hall Square. 
Times of departures and informa¬ 
tion regarding cost of fares may be 
obtained from your hotel or any 
travel bureau. 

Conducted Round Trips of the 
Harbour and Canals take place from 
May to October and leave from 
Gl. Strand near the statue of the 
Fishwife and from Kgs. Nytorv near 
the Memorial Anchor. There are 
also regular boat trips between Kgs. 
Nytorv and Christianshavn. 

Short Air Trips are arranged in 
summer, with take-offs from Copen¬ 
hagen Airport at Kastrup and from 
Skovlunde aerodrome (S-train to 
Skovlunde). 

There are all kind of sports dur¬ 
ing the summer, such as cycle 
racing, football, golf, horse racing, 
motor racing, trotting racing and 
tunny fishing, particulars for the 


fishing can be obtained from Hotel 
Kystens Perle, Snekkersten. When 
you are at Snekkersten, you only 
have a short trip to Kronborg Castle 
at Helsingor (Elsinore) — itself rich 
in tradition — is regarded as one of 
the most beautiful castles in Eu¬ 
rope, its imposing situation on a 
headland at the narrowest part of 
the Sound sets off its characteristic 
beauty to full advantage. 

The castle was built by Frederik 
the 2nd at the close of the sixteenth 
century and is in Dutch Renais¬ 
sance style. The cannons mounted 
on the bastions were at one time 
used to control shipping passing 
through the Sound, forcing the ves¬ 
sels to pay “Sound Toll.” This was 
abolished in 1857. Around the grey 
sandstone castle with its green cop¬ 
per roofs, there is a triple rampart 
with secret passages and casemates 
where, according to legend, the old 
giant Holger Danske, still sleeps 
and will wake up when Denmark is 
in danger. In a niche in the under¬ 
ground passages you can see a sta¬ 
tue of tlie sleeping giant. In addi¬ 
tion, there is an interesting Commer¬ 
cial and Maritime Museum in Kron¬ 
borg Castle. Castle and museum are 


open from May to October. Another 
special attraction in Elsinore is the 
beautiful old Church of St. Mariae. 
Outside the town, facing the open 
sea, is the well-known and fashion¬ 
able seaside hotel, Marienlyst, with 
Denmark’s only casino, and a little 
further north there are a number 
of popular bathing resorts, includ¬ 
ing Hombaek, Gilleleje and Tisvil- 
deleje. 

The tour to and from Helsingor 
should be made along Strandvejen, 
which foreign visitors have called 
the “Danish Riviera.” This is a 
most attractive route — particularly 
during the summer months — fol¬ 
lowing the coast through charming 
residential areas, picturesque fish¬ 
ing-villages and dense woodlands. 

In Charlottenlund (on your way to 
rium, it is the largest in Europe 
rium, it is the largest ni Europe 
and is designed on the most mod¬ 
em lines. You will enjoy the sub¬ 
marine animals and plant life here. 
S-train to Charlottenlund (17 mins) 
A visit to the Aquarium may well 
be combined with a trip to North 
Zealand.

Directors Meet In Norway 


H.M. KING OLAV V of Norway, 
together with members of the Nor¬ 
wegian government, and representa¬ 
tives of Norwegian cultural, educa¬ 
tional, industrial, and financial insti¬ 
tutions were the guests at a ban¬ 
quet given by the International 
Board of Directors of SONS OF 
NORWAY, in Oslo, Norway on 
April 17. Preceded by a reception, 
this event climaxed the first historic 
meeting of the International Board 
in Norway, held in conjunction with 
the 75th Anniversary of the Minnea¬ 
polis-based organization, the world’s 
largest of Americans and Canadians 
of Norse birth, descent or affilia¬ 
tion. Representing some 55,000 
members, the Board members, head¬ 
ed by Mr. Hilmen E. Kjorlie of 
Walnut Creek, California, came 
from North Dakota, Alaska, Mary¬ 
land, Wisconsin, Oregon, Illinois, 
Minnesota, New York, British Col¬ 
umbia and Alberta, Canada to the 
capital city of Norway for the reg¬ 
ular spring session, normally held 
in Minneapolis, where SONS OF 
NORWAY was founded in 1895. 
Other Oslo events were a reception 
given by the Norwegian Prime Min¬ 
ister, Mr. Per Borten, at the ancient 


fortress of Akershus, and by the 
Mayor of Oslo, Mr. Brynjulf Bull at 
the City Hall. The Board members 
also attended services at the Ameri¬ 
can Church in Oslo before visiting 
areas of/ Norway where their an¬ 
cestors lived. Mr. Kjorlie visited the 
village of Selbu, near the city of 
Trondheim, for official presenta¬ 
tion of a special plaque, carrying 
the names of the S/N founders, 
most of them hailjng from that dis¬ 
trict, the new S/N flag and the 
new history of S/N “An American 
Saga”, written by Dr. Sverre Nor- 
borg. Mr. Kjorlie also visited the 
capital city of western Norway, 
Bergen, for similar ceremonies. Com¬ 
memorating the 900th anniversary 
of that city. 

The Norway events are a part of 
the year-long SONS OF NORWAY 
celebrations which include queen 
and essay contests and seven dis¬ 
trict conventions in Minneapolis, 
Minn; Bremerton, Wn.; Kiamesha 
Lake, N.Y.; Williston, N.D.; Stough¬ 
ton, Wise.; Pasadena, Cal.; Prince 
George, B.C. and the International 
Convention, Portland, Ore., in late 
August.

Stavanger Aftenblad, the 45,000 
circulation afternoon newspaper 
published in Norway’s fourth larg¬ 
est city, has won the 1970 World 
Press Achievement Award of the 
American Newspaper Publishers 
Association. 

Mr. Per Thomsen, publisher and 
Editor-in-Chief of the newspaper, 
accepted the gold medallion 
award at the ANPA’s annual con¬ 
vention in New York’s Waldorf As¬ 
toria on April 22. Mr. Thomsen has 
been awarded a $2,500 travel grant 
in order that he may inspect daily 
newspaper' operations in the United 
States and Canada. 

The rules for the award stipulate 
that the recipient paper shall have 
contributed to the social, political, 
economic and cultural growth of the 
district and the country in which 
it is published. The 16-man jour¬ 
nalism advisory board that nomi¬ 
nated Stavanger Aftenblad for the 
award emphasized the social and 
humanitarian achievements of the 
paper, and notdd that its collection 


drive for relief to Biafra had brought 
in 560,000 kroner. That amounts 
to $2.00 per copy of the paper. The 
jury also stressed the paper’s cam¬ 
paign to strengthen the sea rescue 
system in Norway by employing 
helicopters. (Funds have later been 
appropriated for the purchase of 
three helicopters for this purpose. 
Stavanger Aftenblad also took the 
initiative to legally forbid super¬ 
sonic planes from flying over in¬ 
habited areas. 

The award committee stated that 
Editor Thomsen himself is respon¬ 
sible in large measure for the jour¬ 
nalistic and economic success of the 
paper since he assumed the editor¬ 
ship in 1955. Mr. Eugene C. Pul¬ 
liam, founding president of the 
ANPA, pointed out that the editor 
has a strong belief in freedom of 
the press and has long been opposed 
to the subsidization of Norwegian 
newspapers by political parties. Mr. 
Pulliam said the paper has been an 
absolutely independent voice in the 
service of society.

Value Of Side Of Beef 
Is Consumer Question 


Consumers are wondering if they 
are getting their money’s worth 
when they buy a quarter or side of 
beef. 

A certain amount of waste from 
de-boning and trimming of excess 
fat is inevitable, says Ken Spiller, 
supervisor of food technology for 
the department of agriculture. 

Loss usually varies between 12 
and 18 per cent, he explained. 
Anything over 20 per cent is ex¬ 
cessive. 

There will be more loss from red 
or top grade brand, than from blue 
brand beef because red brand beef 
has more fat. If the housewife asks 


for hamburger instead of short ribs, 
loss will be larger too. 

The consumer’s “only guarantee 
is a reputable dealer,” he adds. 

Some people wonder if they get 
all their cuts from the same animal, 
but Mr. Spiller doesn’t think this 
really matters. 

What is important is that the con¬ 
sumer trust the dealer or know how 
many pounds of each cut he can 
expect. 

A free leaflet , giving this informa¬ 
tion called Beef Cuts is available 
from the information division of the 
Canada department of agriculture, 
Ottawa, Ont.

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Scandinavian History and Culture Probed 


RADIO CKUA - DEC. 28, 1969 

Today I have with me in the 
studio Miss Donna Jaeger, a gra¬ 
duate student of the University of 
Alberta, and Dr. Tom Nelson to 
hold another discussion on the sub¬ 
ject of Saga women. 

Miss Jaeger: 

You mentioned that healer was 
a kenning for a woman. Does this 
mean that women were responsible 
for the medical treatment in those 
days? 

Dr. Nelson: 

Yes, as a matter of fact, it does. 
Women provided whatever true 
medical care was to be had. In 
Saint Olaf’s Saga, the author Snorre 
Sturlason tells of a house used as 
an emergency hospital. In the house 
was a “leek” woman who gave 
those with deep wounds in the trunk 
a little leek to eat before starting 
treatment. The leek of course is a 
green onion and if the woman phy¬ 
sician could smell the leek at the 
site of the wound, she would not 
try to heal it. It was considered 
fatal. For treatment, similarly, there 
were “leech” women too, who look¬ 
ed after external infections. 

Donna Jaeger: 

How close were men and women 
in those days? Did they love one 
another? 

Dr. Nelson: 

Love is, of course, manifested 
both as a feeling and as a way of 
acting toward another person. The 
Northmen were not romantic about 
the marriage union until near the 
close of the Viking period when 
their cultural attitudes began to re¬ 
flect those groups with which they 
were in frequent contact. Romantic 
love came in as cultural isolation 
ceased. Relations were doubtless 
very close in many cases. There are 
many stories of hardships women 
endured to be with their husbands. 
All throughout the early period, 
women and men were buried side 
by side with equal care being taken 
in dress and other arrangements: 
one can expect that if they were 
fortunate enough under the harsh 
conditions of life existing then to 
live together for a period of years, 
they must have been very close in¬ 
deed. However, the stories from the 
period more typically tell us of mar¬ 
riages terminated by death after a 
few years. This must have made 
the Scandinavians, as others of that 
period, hesitant , in investing too 
much in any single relationship be¬ 
cause it was not realistic to expect 
it to last over a long duration. We 
must be aware also that the picture 
given just a moment ago of man- 
woman relationships just holds only 
for the warriors of the Viking per¬ 
iod. The stay-at-home peasant could 
not afford captive women. Not 
every family was so dissipated, even 
during the peak of the Viking era. 
Lastly, we must not forget that 
most of the pagan era in Scandina¬ 
via was pre-Viking, the Northmen 
culture of this period probably had 
an old fashioned patriardhial struc¬ 
ture with the virtues the Roman 
writer Tacitus describes. 

Donna Jaeger: 

What was the ideal woman like? 

Dr. Nelson: 

We have already discussed ideals 
from perspectives of religion, social 
position, and the Saga and Edda 
literature. Let’s, then, deal with this 
question on another level. Physi¬ 
cally, the ideal women was a tall 
person with very pale skin; blond 
or red hair was preferred. The 
woman’s hair would be worn long 
and down her back until marriage. 
After the time of marriage, it would 
be rolled on top of her head, in 
some way, and usually covered with 
a cap or a coif of linen or wool. 


Donna Jaeger: 

You have started to talk about 
dress. Can you say something more 
about this? 

Dr. Nelson: 

Oh, yes! There is a fair amoimt 
of evidence on this from several 
sources, even though it’s not ex¬ 
haustive in all cases. 

We know that a good appearance 
would be made by a wife wearing 
a long sleeveless dress. Pale skin, 
particularly that of the arms, was 
considered to be of great beauty. 
A woman’s arms were shown at full 
length when the family entertained 
or attended important functions. 
Arms were covered with a sleeveless 
cape when the person was exposed 
to sun or wind. The cape was such 
that it could be thrown back when 
not required, as for example, in¬ 
doors. Girls are sometimes shown 
to wear a short skirt and long boots, 
but less is known about the dress 
of the young. Undergarments evi¬ 
dently included a plain or pleated 
chemise of fine fabric, and weave. 

Vikings loved splendour, but the 
man restricted himself to an ele¬ 
gant, elaborately embroidered head- 
band and a braided or twisted ring 
of silver or gold, Arabic or German 
silver being esteemed more than 
gold. 

The women had no such restric¬ 
tions and wore much more jewel- 
ery. Often the breast portion of her 
garment would be covered with a 
sort of external brassiere made of 
bronze. A container made of silver, 
containing scissors, needles, keys 
and a knife, sometimes hung from 
her neck. At other times, the objects 
hung from the domed bronze 
brooches on fine chains. The well 
dressed woman also wore an abun¬ 
dance of elaborate rings, necklaces, 
and bracelets. Peasant wives owned 
jewellery of a quality that is al¬ 
most non-existent today. The Viking 
society is generally considered su¬ 
perior to our own along artistic 
lines, in common with many other 
earlier societies. 

It is not possible for me to im¬ 
agine a couple handsomer or grand¬ 
er than that represented by a 
woman so attired when escorted by 
a well-to-do Viking man. He would 
wear tailored but loose fitting and 
battle-designed garments and carry 
a silver inlaid sword, axe, spear and 
shield exposed to view. Comple¬ 
menting the flowing garments of 
his wife would be the man’s long 
cloak, almost reaching the ground 
at two points over to one side. The 
cloak was always thrown to leave 
one ann free. The free weaponed 
arm was covered with his - tunic, 
the cuffs of which were as richly 
worked as his headband. 

Incidentally, the coloured cartoon 
strip “Prince Valiant” seems to pro¬ 
vide a fairly good depiction of 
northern norms of ideal womanhood 
in the person of the “Queen of 
Thule,” the prince’s wife. 

Donna Jaeger: 

Aren’t these answers too nice? 
It sounds a little too much like a 
Sunday School teacher drying to 
satisfy the questioning of the tradi¬ 
tional middle-aged Victorian spin¬ 
ster! What happened to that lusty 
sexual appetite everyone seems to 
attribute to the Vikings? Maybe 
the idea of female beauty should 
include a few physiological items 
you forgot to mention! Do you have 
an answer for this? 

Dr. Nelson: 

In one way or another we always 
seem to return to the topic of sex¬ 
ual relationships, don’t we? It seems 
to be one of the remarkable pecu¬ 
liarities of our culture. Maybe it is 
as the ancient skald promised “The 
tongue plays on the broken tooth”. 


This is just another way of saying 
that perhaps the conversation is be¬ 
coming too culture bound. In any 
case, I don’t think there is as much 
missing as you suggest. First, how¬ 
ever, you should be assured that in 
no way am I trying to undo what 
was previously said. The North¬ 
man’s society was truly erotic. The 
god of growth, rain, sunshine — of 
prosperity, in brief — was Frey. He 
was also the god of sexual inter¬ 
course and was always appropriately 
shown with a huge erect phallus. 
Along with Odin and Thor, Frey 
was the most important of deities. 
Intercourse was therefore tinged 
with religious significance as well 
as pleasure. Families were large by 
any standards, and there is little 
doubt that both women and men 
enjoyed the bed. 

In direct answer to your question, 
I should like to say that even 
though the Northman society was 
certainly among the most erogenous, 
the Northman did not confound 
womanly beauty with sexual func¬ 
tions in a way we do today. They 
appear to have maintained a rea¬ 
sonably sharp distinction between 
sexual action and beauty. Our so¬ 
ciety no longer appears to be cap¬ 
able of making this distinction. 
Consider, for example, that beauty 
contests have been abolished from 
campus by many undergraduate 
student groups because, so it is 
claimed, attention to beauty serves 
only to maintain a woman in the 
status of a sexual commodity or 
object. Students are quite repre¬ 
sentative of our culture in thinking 
that the function of beauty in dress, 
adornment, or speech is solely to 
whet man’s sexual appetite. Curi¬ 
ously, they have no respect for the 
visual, auditoiy, olfactory or cu¬ 
taneous sensory systems here. The 
hypothesis seems to be that all per¬ 
ception is mediated by organic sen¬ 
sitivity when sex is one of the items 
involved. This notion is so wide¬ 
spread that when a female profes¬ 
sor or graduate student adorns her¬ 
self richly and wears jewellery, she 
immediately opens herself to the 
suggestion that she is trying to play 
upon her “sexuality”. Consistent 
with this, the student who comes 
to class looking as though she step¬ 
ped from the pig’s barn is given 
points for a sort of “a sexual hon¬ 
esty”. A closer look, however, often 
.shows excessively tight or open 
clothing, clothing which seems de¬ 
signed to emphasize sexuality as 
accurately and in as much detail 
as that of a prostitute or a harem 
girl. 

Donna Jaeger: 

You are suggesting, then, that 
aesthetics or the sense of beauty 
played an important part in male- 
female relationships along with sex? 

Dr. Nelson: 

That is what I have been trying 
to do. It seems clear that one of 
the strengths of the Northman’s so¬ 
ciety was beautiful women. The 
family held together and the an¬ 
cient Scandinavian wife was highly 
respected despite the importation of 
large numbers of slave girls. If the 
women were sexual objects to the 
extent they are today, families may 
have been as unstable as today’s. 

The Northmen society did not or¬ 
ganize formal beauty contests so 
far as we know. However, if they 
did, they would not have used the 
36-20-36 inch criteria typical of 
North America. This, to them, 
would have been as foolish as de¬ 
fining male attractiveness by height, 
weight, or more analogously, the 
size of male genitalia. They would

probably have liked the idea of 
beauty contests but would have de¬ 
fined the dimensions so that they 
represented human accomplishments 
in dress, attitude and bearing de¬ 
veloped while striving toward so¬ 
cially defined ideals. We might 
learn something here. 

Related to this, there is another 
distinction between societies that 
might be favourable to the North¬ 
man society. Ideals of virtue as well 
as ideals of health were defined 
according to sex, but not on the 
basis of erogenic physiology. 

There was probably less conflict 
within the family because this basis 
of competition between sexes was 
almost non-existent. Women were 
provided few cultural incentives to 
become man-like or men to become 
woman-like. In point, homosexuality 
was strongly discouraged. Homo¬ 
sexuality, along with cowardice and 
treason were the only crimes, and 
all punishable by death, recognized 
by the early Northman societies. 
This is not to deny that in later 
Viking times we find scattered, al¬ 
though derogatory, reference to 
homosexuality. 

The chief virtue, for woman as 
well as man, was in doing what 
must be done without show of fear 
and without complaint, no matter 
what was felt. Each was conditioned 
in their own way to accept what 
the three Norn sisters had woven for 


them on their loom of fate. There is 
an account in the Saga of Egil Skal- 
lagrimsson of an older woman who 
is hostess to a great party. During 
the course of the party she feels her¬ 
self becoming very ill and excuses 
herself to go off in isolation and to 
die. In this way she does not spoil 
what she has prepared and she has 
been remembered for this act 700 
years at least. And in the most 
famous Saga of all, that of Burnt 
Njaal, a couple are trapped by 
enemies in their house and the 
house set afire. He decides he can’t 
leave without the certainty of being 
killed in an ignominious manner. 
She knows that to live she must 
risk falling in thrall to the familie’s 
enemies. They don’t discuss the 
matter, plead, or pray for deliver¬ 
ance or mercy, Instead they lie in 
their bed and talk together until 
they are burned. The scene must be 
one of the most moving in all the 
literature of the world. 

If we are to fully understand the 
ideals of beauty and virtue, we 
must deal with their notions of 
death. Our society shoves death un¬ 
der the table, while the women 
and men of pagan times spent their 
whole life in active preparation for 
it. This, topic takes us far beyond 
the present, however. We will deal 
with it when we talk about the 
Northman’s idea of the road to hell. 
The word “hell,” incidentally, is 
from pagan Scandinavia and not of 
Christian origin. 


Donna Jaeger: 

Even if this is accepted, the im¬ 
pact of polygamy upon the family 
must have been great. 

Dr. Nelson: 

Agreed. The polygamy in many 
famous houses of the Viking era 
ends in what the Icelander Vigfus- 
son calls “a slough of bastards and 
pseudo-bastards”. The weakness is 
well chronicled in the Sturlinga 
Saga which contains stories about 
events at the end of the Viking 
period. 

The strength of the ordinary fam¬ 
ily lasted throughout, however, and 
is obvious in the figures of speech 
referring to it. Metaphors, include 
“phalanx against foe,” “locked 
shields,’’ “heritage-warden,” “fruit- 
tree,” stockade,” “avenger,” “ash 
tree” and so forth.

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Book Review 


THE BLACK CLIFFS 
GUNNAR GUNNARSSON. Univer¬ 
sity of Wiconsin Press, Madison, 

Wise. 1967 XXXVIII, 222 pp. 
$4.95. 

In the summer of 1918 Gunnar 
Gunnarsson was a passenger on a 
ship that sailed along Baroastrond, 
on the north side of Breioafjorour. 
There he caught a glimpse from the 
sea of the ruins of the old farm of 
Sjounda where two murders had oc¬ 
curred in 1802. At the sight of the 
farm he was seized by the idea of 
writing a novel on the subject of 
the murders. This he did some ten 
years later after a study of the still 
extant records of the trial of the 
guilty pair (a man and a woman). 

The result was the novel Svart- 
fugl published in Danish in 1929 
and now at last available in English. 
This story is no journalistic rehash 
of the murders but rather a psy¬ 
chological reconstruction — an at¬ 
tempt to visualize the circumstances, 
the motives, and the passions of the 
murderers and the murdered, and 
the emotional and spiritual reactions 
of all those in any way connected 
with the trial of the suspects. The 
result is a mighty drama unfolded 
with great psychological insight. 

The story is told with great skill. 
There is an ominous quality about 
the opening chapters, like the low, 
rumbling thunder of an approach¬ 
ing storm. When the storm breaks 
the reader is overwhelmed, not by 
the sordid details of the murders 
but by the overpowering passions 
of the participants. The characters 
of the two unfortunate couples are 
so visualized that pity, not only for 
the murdered but even more for 
those who were guilty, is the prin¬ 


cipal reaction of the reader. Pity, 
also, is felt for the poor young 
curate of Saurbaer church who was 
forced by his sense of duty to God 
and Man to bring the case to the 
notice of the authorities despite the 
feeling of guilt he thereby experi¬ 
enced. 

The only character who does not 
arouse this sense of pity is the un¬ 
imaginative judge with his purely 
legalistic approach. Though the 
community generally approved of 
the young curate’s decision, there 
were those who did not, such as 
the curate’s superior the Reverend 
Jon Ormsson who felt that the case 
should have been left to the judge¬ 
ment of God who has his own way 
of punishing transgressors. It is not 
clear what Gunnar Gunnarsson’s 
own view was; he seems to pass no 
judgement but sympathizes with all 
these human beings caught in the 
grim trap of circumstance and hu¬ 
man passion. He has created a tra¬ 
gedy that may well take its place 
beside the great tragedies of litera¬ 
ture. 

An important feature of the book 
is the long introduction with its ac¬ 
count of Gunnarsson’s life and 
works. 

The publishers were in a quan¬ 
dary about the title of the book. A 
literal translation of Svartfugl 
(Blackbird) would be meaningless as 
Svartfugl refers to birds of tbe auk 
family (the Alcids): black above, 
white below. Gunnarsson’s symbol¬ 
ism is that Bjarni, the murderer, is 
both black and white (Bad and 
good). “The Black Cliffs” refers to 
the cliffs where the Svartfugl nests 
in summer. —T. J.

Four New National Parks 


In Norway 

The Parliament of Europe has de¬ 
clared 1970 European Conservation 
Year, and the governments of West¬ 
ern Europe are planning a number 
of actions in this connection. The 
Norwegian Government on February 
6 announced the designation of four 
new areas as national parks. The 
rew parks are located in Upper 
Pasvik in the municipality of Sor- 
Varanger in Finnmark; Stabburs- 
dalen in Porsanger municipality, also 
in Finnmark; Anderdalen in Tranoy, 
Troms; and Gressamoen in-Snasa, 
Nord-Trondelag. The Government’s 
action doubles the number of na¬ 
tional parks in Norway. 

The general purpose is to con¬ 
serve types of nature which are 
peculiar to Norway and to the part 
of the country in which they are 
located. 

FURTHER PLANS 

The four new parks were includ¬ 
ed in the 1967 plan presented to 
the Government by the Council for 
the Conservation of Nature. The 
plan calls for two more areas to be 
designated as nationla parks before 
the end of 1970, namely Ovre Di- 
vidal in Troms county and Femund- 
smarka in Hedmark county. An area 
in Sorfold, Nordland, has been pro¬ 
posed more recently. 

In conjunction with the proposed 
Femundsmarka park, Swedish au¬ 
thorities are planning a large na¬ 
tional park on their side of the bor¬ 
der. Considerable interest has been 
expressed in the Nordic Council for 
the idea of cooperating to establish 
adjacent protected areas on both 
sides of an international border. The 
primary consideration is to create 


places of refuge for species in Nor¬ 
dic fauna which are in danger of 
extinction, such as bear and wolf. 
COMPLETELY 
PROTECTED AREAS 

Animal and plant life will be al¬ 
lowed to develop as freely as pos¬ 
sible in the four new national parks, 
and at the same time, visitors will 
be able to enjoy outdoor life in un¬ 
touched natural surroundings. Land¬ 
scapes will be protected against the 
building of roads and railroads, 
against mining, against the constru- 
cion of dams in rivers and lakes, 
against power and telephone lines, 
and against the building of cabins, 
houses and all other structures. 

Wild animals and birds will be 
protected. All plants and living and 
dead trees will also be protected 
from any damage not caused by the 
grazing of animals. Visitors in the 
parks will be allowed to fish and 
to pick berries. There is a prohibi¬ 
tion against introducing new plants 
or new species of animals. 

The natural environment of the 
national parks will be protected 
from motorized traffic on land or 
water and the landing of any type 
of aircraft, except when necessary 
for police or other emergency rea¬ 
sons. Exceptions will be granted to 
persons engaged in the herding of 
reindeer who need to use snow- 
scooters or other motorized vehicles 
in the wintertime. 

The national parks will be under 
the administration of the National 
Forestry Division (Direktoratet for 
Statens Skoger) and the Ministry of 
Labor and Municipal Affairs.

The dates 
have not yet been announced but 
will be published in THE VIKING 
as soon as they are available. The 
Supreme Lodge Sons of Norway 
is again awarding two scholarships, 
each for $750.

— Is the candidate in a position to 
put the material to use after his 
or her return, and to share the re¬ 
sults of the summer school study 
with others? 

— Does the candidate need finan¬ 
cial assistance in order to make the 
trip? 

While candidates are at liberty to 
file applications with local groups 
in addition to the Supreme Lodge, 
no candidate will be permitted more 
than ONE Sons of Norway grant.
